Report on Situation Order- 
ed, However, in View of 
Statement Made That 
Troops Were “Interned.” 


Washington, June 1.—General Car- 
ranga’s note demanding withdrawal of 
American troops from Mexico has 
brought no change in the determina- 
tion of President Wilson to maintain 
the present troop disposition until the 
de facto government demonstrates its 
ability to police its side of the border. 
It was stated authoritatively today that 
General Pershing’s force would remain 
where it is until that time arrived. 

A reply will be made to General Car- 
ranza, but itg form had not been de- 
termined upon tonight. President Wil- 
son read the hasty translation of the 
long communication last night. <A cor- 
rected text is being prepared by the 
state department for him. 

While official comment is withheld, 
it is understood that the tone of the 
document is regarded as decidedly of- 
fensive and certain portions of it, such 
as the thinly veiled accusation that 
the president is playing domestic poli- 
tics in retaining the troops in Mexico 
may draw a sharp rebuke. It is doubt- 
ful, according to authorities on the in- 
ternational correspondence of the Unit- 
ed States, if the government-ever has 
received a communication couched in 
as offensive terms and containing as 
many apparent violations of the ordi- 
nary uses of diplomatic courtesy as this 
12,000-word arraignment of its good 
faith and honesty of purpose. 

Neo Reply for Week. 

President Wilson himself will decide 
what course shall be pursued. So far 
as could be learned tonight no con- 
ferences or preliminary inquiries hielo 
yet been initiated to determine the | 
nature of the-Tep?ryr—*pparently none 
ate necessary so far as the withdrawal 
of the troops is concerned. ere is 
no indication that that possibility is 
even being considered. 

The president ieft Washington to- 
night for Annapolis to attend graduat- 
ing exercises tomorrow at the Naval 
academy. Consequently there will be 
no cabinet meeting tomorrow. This in 
itself will delay any early reply to 
Carranza and it is generally believ- 
ed that no answer will be framed for 
a week or ten days. 

The Mexican note was sent by mes- 
senger, requiring a week in transit 
and was further delayed after its ar- 
rival here. Officials feel there can be 
no question or urgency in a communi- 
cation so handled and will not treat 
it as a pressing matter. 

As a matter of fact the note caused

Copies to All Nations. 


The Mexican embassy distributed 
copies of the note to all embassies and 
legations in Washington today, ex- 
plaining it did so in an effort to enlist 
the sympathy of other governments for 
the cause it sets forth. Presumably 
this was done under direction of Gen- 
eral Carranza himself. Neither state 
department officials nor members of 
the diplomatic corps would comment on 
this phase of the matter. 

Séme diplomatic officials expressed 
the opinion, however, that European 
influences might be behind the move, 
while others thought it- merely an: at- 
tempt to gain publicity and noted that 
the matter was urged just on the eve 
of -the political conventions in the 
United States. 

Officials are prepared to refute many 
of the statements of the Carranza note, 
should the president desire to enter 
into a discussion of facts in his reply. 
Among these are repeated declarations 
that General Scott, chief of staff, spe- 
cifically agreed with General Obregon 
that no new expeditions should cross 
the border, and admitted that the ob- 
ject of General Pershing’s drive into 
Mexico had been accomplished. It is 
known that General Scott had no such 
understanding when the El Paso con- 
ference ended. On the contr in 
common with other army officers, he 
is said to hold that under the original 
exchange of notes, as well as under 
the Scott-Obregon understanding, the 
United States nas complete liberty to 
follow any hot trail across the tine. 
There was nothing to indicate today 
that a third expedition would not be 
gent immediately should the need arise.

TEUTONS PENETRATE 
FRENCH TRENCHES 
TO RIGHT OF MEUSE 


Loss of Positions Between 
Fort Douaumont and Vaux 
Pond Admitted in Official 
Report From Paris. 


ATTACKS OF AUSTRIANS 
CHECKED BY ITALIANS 


Turks Take Offensive in 
Asia Minor and Halt Ad- 
vance of Russians Toward 
Mesopotamia. 


London, June 1.—The Germans have 
switched their offensive from the re- 
gion of Le Mort Homme, northwest of 
Verdun, to the sector between the 
Thiaumont farm and Vaux, northeast 
of the fortress, and have succeeded here 
in entering the French first line 
trenches between Fort Douaumont and 
the Vaux pond, 

The attack was made over a front 
of about two miles and was preceded 
by violent artillery preparation. The 
French met the German  onslaughts 
with their machine guns.and succeed- 
ed in holdir®g back the attacking forces 
everywhere except at the point be- 
tween Fort Douaumont and the Vaux 
pond. Heavy losses were inflicted on 
the Teutons, according to Paris. 

The heavy fighting around Le Mort 
Homme and the Avocourt wood had 
dwindled to_ intermittent bombard- 
ments since the repulse of German at- 
tacks and the launching of a counter 
attack by the French, which gave them 
German trenches 400 meters in extent 
southeast of Le Mort Homme. 

The activity of the artillery on the 
remainder of the front in France wi?" 
also léssened in violencé. In thé Vosges 
motintatns, near Altkirch, the Germans

ITALIANS CONTINUE 
TO HOLD AUSTRIANS. 


The Italians, aceording to Rome, 
continue to hold back attacks by the 
Austrians at various points along the 
Tyrol front. Especially bitter fighting 
has taken place in the region of the 
Posina torrent and southeast of Ar- 
siero, where the Austrians either were 
stopped or driven back in disorder. 
Lively artillery duels are in progress 
in the Lagarina valley and between 
the Posina and the upper Astico rivers.

in the positions of the Russians or the 
Teutons have been reported. 

The Turks, taking the offensive at 
three points in Asia Minor against the 
Russians, have temporarily at least 


‘brought the Russian advance toward 


Mesopotamia to a’ standstill. All the 
Turkish attacks were repulsed except 
at Mamakhatun, 50 miles west of Erze- 
rum, which was evacuated by the Rus- 
sians. Here the fighting was over a 
front of about 20 miles. Attempts by 
the Turks, who are said to be heavily 
reinforced by Austrians and Germans, 
to press back the Russians near Bai- 
burt and Diarbekr failed. 

The Serbs, recently reported as hav- 
ing landed at Saloniki, now are on-:the 
entente allied front on the Greek-Ser- 
bia border, is andicated by the latest 
German official communication. The 
communication says a weak attack 
made by the entente at the southern 
end of Lake Doiran was repulsed, and 
that northeast of the lake Serbians, 
wearing British uniforms, were Taken 
prisoner. 


GERMAN SUCCESS 
ADMITTED BY PARIS. 


Paris, June 1.—Penetration by the 
Germans of first line French trenches 
between Fort Douaumont and Vax 
pond, in the Verdun region, after sev- 
eral severe attacks, is admitted in to- 
night’s communication by the war of- 
fice. Elsewhere German attacks were 
broken by the French machine gun 
fire. 

The statement also says that Ger- 
man aeroplanes dropped bombs on the 
open town of Bar le Duc, killing eight- 
een persons, including two women and 
four children, and wounding twenty- 
five persons, of whom six were women 
and eleven children. 

The text of the statement follows: 

‘On the left bank of the Meuse there 
was an intermittent bombardment in 
the region of the Avocourt wood and Le 
Mort Homme. 

“On the right bank after a very 
violent artillery preparation the en- 
emy attacked our positions from the 
Thiaumont farm as far 1s Vaux. After 
several fruitless assaults, the enemy 
succeeded in penetrating our trenches 
of the first line between Fort Douau- 
mont and Vaux pond. Everywhere else 
the German attacks: were broken by 
the fire of our machine guns, which 
caused heavy losses to the enemy. 

“There was less artillery activity 
on the rest of the front. 

“Aviation: This afternoon a group 
of German aeroplanes dropped several 
bombs on the open town of Bar le Duc. 
Eighteen of the civilian population 
were killed, of whom two were women 
and four children. Twenty-five per-

Parents of Blanche Hoover, 
Suspecting Foul Play, Lay 
Facts Before Department 
of Justice Agent.

Believing that their daughter, Miss 
Blanche Marie Hoover, found dead in 
a Los Angeles park a few days ago, 
was either driven to suicide through 
the “hounding of white slavers’” or 
murdered, the parents of the girl, Mr. 
and Mrs. B. M. Hoover, 140-A Luckie 
street, have-enlisted the services of the 
department of justice of the United 
States in théir efforts, definitely to 
solve the mystery of their daughter's 
death. - 

Thursday they placed in the hands 
of Lewis J. Baley, special agent in 
charge in Atlanta, of the federal de- 
partment of justice, all of the facts in 
connection with the case, so far as they 
know them, since their daughter left 
Atlanta for Cincinnati, which facts were 
embodied in a detailed report by Mr. 
Baley and forwarded to Washington. 
If department officials in Washing- 
ton deem the facts, as Mr. Baley has 
reported them, sufficient to warrant an 
investigation, one will be initiated from 
the capital. 

The body of Miss Hoover will arrive 
in Atlanta tomorrow, and will be taken 
to the Greenberg & Bond undertaking 
establishment. 


Old Glory Burned 
With Other Flags 
In “Melting Pot’’ 


New York, June 1.—An American 
flag and the colors of many other na- 
tions were burned tonight in a “melting 
pot” suspended on a tripod in the yard 
in the rear of the Rev. Bouck White's 
Church of the Social Revolution. The 
“ceremony” was conducted by Albert 
Henkel, introduced as “an artist.” After 
the colors had been destroyed Henkel 
unfurled the banner of “International 
Industrialism.” 

The flag burning was preceded by 
services in the church at which one 
of the speakers was the Rev. Mercer 
Green Johnston, rector of Trinity Prot- 
estant Episcopal church at 
N. J., who recently resigned because 
he said some of his vestrymen wanted 
him to run his church “like a grocery 
store.” He strongly disapproved, héw- 
ever, of the flag burning part of the 
program and tried vainly to induce 
White to prevent it. He then left 
the church rather than Witness what 
he characterized as ‘a most damnable 
business.”’ 


JACKSON DELEGATES 
SEATED AT CHICAGO 


Walter H. Johnson Wing of 
‘Republican Party in Geor- 
gia Loses Out After Stub- 
born Battle. 


Chicago, June 1.—Sixteen prospective 
votes for Justice Charles E. Hughes in 
the republican convention went by the 
board today when the national commit- 
tee voted to seat the Henry S. Jackson 
delegation of Georgia. The action was 
taken after a lively contest, which last- 
ed more than six hours, and at which 
it was necessary to determine the per- 
sonnel of the Georgia state committee. 

A delegation representing the Wal- 
ter H. Johnson “wing” of the party 
in Georgia fought a stubborn battle. 
Each delegation came to Chicago un- 
instructed, but it has been generally 
understood that the Johnson delega- 
tion was prepared to support Justice 
Hughes, while’ the Jackson delegates 
were friendly to the candidacy of Sena- 
tor Root, with John W. Weeks, of Mas- 
sachusetts, as second choice. 

(Previous to the -consideration of the 
Georgia case, the committee disposed 
of seven protests in Alabama, six reg- 
ular delegates at large being seated, 
while a protesting delegate from the 
ninth congressional district was re- 
turned a winner. ~~ 

Hearing Lasté4 Six Hours. 

The session of the committee lasted 
ten hours without a recess, ihe last 
six being occupied with the Georgia 
case, which involved the entire dele- 
gation from that state. 

The question involved in the con- 
test was one of control of the state 
organization. The Johnson and Jack- 
son faction were together four years 


ago and formed the Taft delegation, 


which was seated after a contest. When 
the state central committee met this 
vear to issue a call for a state con- 
vention there came a sharp disagreée- 
ment over the place of holding the 
convention and the delegation was di- 
vided, each holding a meeting and is- 
suing a call for a convention, the John- 
son faction at Macon and the Jackson 
“wing’ at Atlanta. Both state con- 
ventions were held and each, it was 
claimed, was called by a majority of 
the state central committee. 

In the hearing of the contest today 
scores of affidavits were presented, 
many of them contradictory. After two 
hours of argument Senator Smoot de- 
clared that the issue could be settled 
only by determining which side really 
had with it a majority of the state or- 
ganization. 

Affidavits to Prove Control. 

Delegates representing the faction of 
National Committeeman Henry 5S. 
Jackson had affidavits to prove con- 
trol and his delegates were seated with 
only a few dissenting votes. This dele- 
gation consists of Henry S. Jackson, 
John M. Barnes, Henry Lincoln John- 
son and B. J. Davis, delegates-at-large, 
and B. W. S. Daniels, James H. Watson, 
Professor J. C. Styles, A. W. Reed, F. 
J. Allen, Dr. W. O. Emery, Thomas M. 
Blodgett, ‘Thomas Glenn, Dr. W. H. 
Harris, Roscoe Pickett, Rev. T. Walber 
and Dr. H. S. Scarlett. Henry Lincoln 
Johnson was counsel for the victorious 
delegation and William Haywood for 
the Johnson delegates. 

The determination of the committee 
to dispose of the remainder of the 62 
contests early was made manifest when 
at the conclusion of the long session 
it was voted to start tomorrow’s ses- 
sion at 9 o’clock and continue without 
recess as was done today. 

The Louisiana contest, involving 12 
delegates, will be the first taken up 
tomorrow and this will be followed by 
the contests from Mississippi, Missouri 
and North Carolina in the order named. 

A recommendation by Chairman 
Hilles that a small committee be ap- 
pointed to hear the evidence in sev- 
eral of the contests and report the 
gist of it to the full committee was 
defeated, Senator Smoot declaring that 
this action would cast suspicion on the 
deliberations of the committee. 

Porto Rico, Hawaii and the Philip- 
pines protested against their delegates 
being denied votes while Alaska and 
the District of Columbia were given 
ballots and the commiitee decided to 
place their delegates on the temporary 
roll with the recommendation that they 
be given votes,

SENATE CONFIRMS 
LOUIS D. BRANDEIS: 
VOTE IS 47 10 22 


Seriator Newlands the Only 
Democrat to Side Against 
President Wilson’s Nom- 
inee for Supreme Court. 


VOTE, WITHOUT DEBATE, 
ENDS BITTER CONTEST 


Five Republicans, La Fol- 
lette, Norris, Poindexter, 
Gronna and Clapp, in Favor 
of Confirmation. 


Washington, June 1.—The nomina- 
tion of Louis D. Brandeis, of Boston, 
to the supreme court to succeed the 
late Joseph Rucker Lamar was con- 
firmed by the senate today by)\a vote 
of 47 to 22. The vote, taken without 
debate, ended one of the bitterest con- 
tests ever waged against a presiden- 
tial nominee. Mr. Brandeis will be the 
first Jew to occupy a seat on the su- 
preme bench. 

Only one democrat, Senator New- 
lands, voted against confirmation. 
Three republicans, Senators La Follette, 
Norris and Poindexter, voted with the 
democratic majority, and Senators 
Gronna and Clapp would have done so, 
but were paired with Senators Borah 
and Kenyon. The negative vote of 
Senator Newlands was a complete sur- 
prise to the senate, and the Nevada 
senator, recognizing that his action had 
aroused comment, later made public a 
formal explanation. 

“IT have a high admiration for Mr. 
Brandeis as a publicist and propagan- 
dist of distinction,” said Senator New- 
lands. ‘I do not regard him as a man 
of judicial temperament and for that 
reason I have voted: against his con- 
firmation.” 

Throughout the fight President Wil- 
son stood firmly behind his nominee, 
never wavering even when it seemed 
certain that an unfavorable report 
would be returned by the senate judi- 
ciliary committee. Before the commit- 
tee voted he wrote a letter to Chair- 
man Culberson strongly urging prompt 
and favorable action.

LE CRAW ON STAND 
FOR STATE. 


J. Walter LeCraw, the young attor- 


ney in the solicitor-general’s office, who 
was sent to Utah and Montana to search 
for evidence of the use made of the 
money eent Innes by Mrs. Dennis, was 
on the stand Thursday when court ad- 


journed at 2 o'clock. 

It was testified by I. P. Weathers 
and Mrs. Nelms that Mrs. Dennis had 
sent money to Innes to be invested in 
specified properties in Salt Lake City, 
Utah, and Judith and Lewistown, Mon- 
tana. LeCraw testified that he had 
scoured the courthouse records, tax 
books and other sources in search of 
evidence that Innes had properly ap- 
plied Mrs. Dennis’ money, but that he 
could find no trace of it. 

The ranch at Judith, Montana, lo- 
cated at the headwaters of the Judith 
river, which is the property said to 
have been represented by Innes as the 
Atlanta girl’s investment, was found 
to be owned by a mercantile and cattle 
corporation, LeCraw testified. In stat- 
ing who possessed this property when 

found it, LeCraw came near incur- 
ring the ire of the court. 

He sought to explain that the over- 
seer of the mercantile corporation in 
question had told him who owned the 
property. Counsel for defense objected 
to bringing in the overseer, as it con- 
etituted hearsay evidence. The judge 
admonished the witness. Later Le- 
Craw inadvertently referred again to 
the overseer. The defense repeated its 
protest. 

“[ shall have to penalize you for 
high contempt, (Mr. LeCraw, if you in- 
sist upon testifying in this manner,” 
said Judge Hill. 


NO TRANSACTIONS 
BY INNES. 


“I looked into the records at the 
courthouse at Salt Lake City,” testi- 
fied LeCraw, “to see if anything had 
been recorded by or for Victor Innes 
or any of the other names he variously 
assumed. I looked into the tax books 
to see if he had returned property for 
taxation under his name or the name of 
Mrs. Dennis for the past four years, 
but could find absolutely nothing. 

“There were no-deeds named, no pa- 
pers of any character. The names of 
neither Innes nor Mrs. Dennis were 
nowhere to be found. I made my in- 
vestigation in the company of a dep- 
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uty county clerk, who was thoroughly 
familiar with the records. 

“T had a picture of Innes with me. 
I couldn’t find anybody in Montana 
who had ever seen him, but’ in Salt 
Lake City I found two persons who 
had known him—” 

The objection by the defense to this 
part of the testimony was sustained, 
and the subject was closed. 


JUDGE AGAIN 
RULES STRICTLY. 


aoeee Hill during the morning ad- 
hered to the severity of his ruling com- 
pelling the state to introduce evidence 
of but a single crime, when he ex- 
cluded testimony introduced by the 
state in an effort to show that the 
Inneses had also come into possession 
of jewelry and clothing belonging to 
Mrs. Dennis. 

“The prosecution will be allowed to 
show evidence relating to the larceny 
after trust charges. No other crime 
Can be brought into the gase,” said

The prosecution had undertaken to 
show that Mrs. Innes had brought back 
from San Antonio, Texas, a trunk con- 
taining nightgowns that had belonged 
to Mrs. Dennis, and that Mra. Innes 
had also sought to give one or more of 
these gowns to a woman relative in 
Devine, Texas, to whom she had writ- 
ten that she had purchased some beau- 
tiful new night robes. Testimony re- 
lating to a diamond alleged to have 
been taken from Mrs. 
Inneses was also ruled out. 

Almost the entire morning was de- 
voted to testimony revealing the move- 
ments of the prisoners in Atlanta dur- 
ing the epring of 1914, when, it is al- 
leged, the conspiracy was first prompt- 
ed to jure the girls to San Antonio. 
Many witnesses ‘went upon the stand 
to tell of having seen Innes and his 
wife on various occasions, on most of 
which they were accompanied by the 
missing Mrs. Dennis. 


JUDGE WARNS 
AUDIENCE. 


Judge Hill’s determination to main- 
tain good order in ‘the court room was 
further emphasized at. noon, when he 
reproached the huge audience for an 
outbreak of laughter that accompanied 
a remark from Solicitor Dorsey in re- 
ply to a protest from Judge Hines that 
the défense had not submitted evidence 
supporting a certain theory that the 
state had explained. 

“Never mind—you'll get it,” 
had said. 

The court room laughed. 

“This isn’t a vaudeville show,” re- 
buked Judge Hill. “We are here for 
the serious purpose of conducting a 
criminal trial. Any more audible ut- 
terances, and the court room will be 
cleared. All offenders will be brought 
before me and I will deal with them 
as the law allows, which will mean that 
I will send them to the Tower.” 

D. H. Kirkpatrick, of the West End 
bank, in which neighiborhood the Nelms 
family once lived, went on the stand 
to teil of a visit to his bank of Mrs. 
Dennis in company with Mrs. Innes, 
who was then alleged to have been 
posing as Margaret Mims. 

“In the early part of 1914 the two 
women came to the bank and Mrs. Den- 
nis g~ot a check cashed for $1,086. She 
asked for the amount in one and five- 
dollar notes. She gave all but $86 to 
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the other woman. She returned this 
latter amount to her account.” 

That Mr. and Mrs. Innes also used 
the assumed name of “Mr. and Mrs. 
Iville,” was related by Dr. H. M. 8. 
Adams. He said that they had paid 
a professional visit to his office, and 
that this was the name they gave. 
Maria Jackson, a negro serving maid 
employed in the Nelms home in the 
spring of 1914, testified that Mrs. Innes, 
under the name of “Margaret Mims, 
had taken breakfast at the Nelms coun- 
et J home near Smyrna in early 1914 
with Mrs. Dennis and Beatrice Nelms, 
the mother being absent. 


DIAMOND TESTIMONY 
EXCLUDED. 


Mrs. Nelms was the first witness 
Thursday. She was being cross-exam- 
ined Wednesday afternoon when court 
adjourned. Solicitor Dorsey, at the 
conclusion of her testimony, asked if 
Mrs. Dennis wore any diamonds when 
she ‘left upon the fatal ~, into the 
west. he question was objected to. 
In repl¥ to the protest the solicitor 
said: 

“We expect to show, your honor, that 
when this young woman went west she 
had a large diamond that Innes got, 
and that after she returned from Car- 
soh City, Nev., she got it back. But 
they came to Atlanta and Innes got 
it again. Mrs. Innes sent it to her 
son, who kept it until they returned 
to Oregon after the girls had disap- 
peared. Mrs. Innes tried to exchange 
it for an automobile. = 

“We contend that it is relevant be- 
cause the Inneses conspired to strip 
this poor woman from head to foot. 
They had a ‘good thing’ and were fleec- 
ing her for all she was worth.” 

The evidence was excluded, Judge 
Hill adhering to his original. decision 
to prohibit all evidence excent that per- 
taining to the larceny after trust 
charges. 

It was apparent from the cross-ex- 
amination of Mrs. Nelms that the de- 
fense proposes to prevent the estalb- 
lishment of venue jin Fulton county. 
Judge Hines asked the mother if Mrs. 
Dennis owned any property in Ful- 
ton county. She replied in the nega- 
tive. 

Judge Hines also moved to rule out 
the testimony of Mrs. Nelms relating 
t6 the money she had sent to Carson 
City for the payment of Innes’ attor- 
ney fees for representing the missing 
woman in her divome suit against 
Walter Dennis, the Atlantan she mar- 
ried in 1905. 


TELLS OF TRIP 
TO BIRMINGHAM. 


The trip Beatrice Nelms is alleged 
to have made with Victor Innes and 
his wife from Atlanta to Binmingham 


-in the latter part of April of the yeur 


of her disappearance was recounted by 
Milas Walker, Pullman porter on the 
Southern train the trio rode. 
Walker is an intelligent negro. He 
made a good witness. His answers 
were comprehensible, and his manner 
direct. He is the typical Pullman por- 


ter. 

First he identified Mr. and Mra. Innes 
as the man and woman who occupied 
section 8 of the car in which he served. 
Then he identified the picture of 
Beatrice Nelms as that of the woman 
who occupied section 7, opposite the 
Inneses. The date of their trip he 
could not recall. 

“The train pulled out of the Termi- 
nal station at 4:10 p. m.,” he narrated. 
“The man and woman yonder were 
sitting opposite the young woman 
whose picture I identified. After sup- 
per this gentleman there (indicating 
Innes) went over to the young lady’s 
seat and began talking to her earnest- 
ly in a low tone. 

*T had noticed once that she buried 
her face in her hands and bowed her 
head, like she was either resting her 
eves or studying intently. She seemed 
worried. When we neared Birming- 
ham she asked me how quickly she 
could *get a train back to Atlanta, and 
I told her there would be one in an 
hour or so. 

“Her fare was paid out of her pock- 
et. She did not have a ticket. The 
meal was paid for in the diner by Mr. 
Innes. She started to pay for it, but 
he wouldn’t let her. When she left the 
train she told me that her brother 
and aunt, meaning Mr. and Mrs. Innes, 
were going to the far west, but that 
she was returning to Atlanta.” 


DR. ADAMS’ 
TESTIMONY. 


Dr. Adams, the physician, furnished 
occasion for Mrs, lunes to lift her veil 
the first time since she has apyweared 
in - the courtroom. Even then sne rais- 
ed only the upper veil. A lighter 
veil beneath the upper one remained 
ciosely drawn against her face. ‘ihe 
occasion was Wi. Adams’ attempt to 
identify her as the woman who gave 
the name of Ilville. 

Dr. Adams has offices in-the Candler 
building. s#ie testified that Mr. and 
Mrs. Innes had come to him for an 
examination of the wife. He found 
her in the second stage of tubercu- 
losis. Mrs.ainnes, he said, had first 
posed as a missionary, but later said 
she Was an authoress. 

“She said her name was Mrs. Mary 
Margaret Iiville,’ went the physician's 
story, “and that she lived at tl West 
tiarris§ street. The man, she _ said, 
was her husband, and that they were 
botn missionaries to India. Another 
day, however, she said she was nota 
missionary, but an authoress, and that 
her husband was her secretary. 

‘“‘Leter, I had occasion to look them 
up on a matter of money. I made in- 
quiry tor them at the Harris street 
address, and was told by the janitor 
that there was no one there by that 
name, but that there had been two 
persons named Iville who lived there, 
and who had, by their strange conduct, 
excited tne attention of neighbors. 

“iL went up- the siae entrance and 
knocked on the door. I1 knocked for 
fifteen minutes, getting no answer. 
KinalPy I tried to get in the door. When 
l pushed the door open, Innes put out 
his head. He refused to talk to me 
about business, saying he didn’t want 
to be disturbed at that time.” 

On cross-examination Dr. Adams told 
Judge Hines that Mrs. Innes had men- 
tioned the fact that she was the moth- 
er of ten children. 


KEPT ROOMS 
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on which date they took their 
departure. 

“The shades of their windows,” he 
told, “were always drawn closely; the 
doors to their apartments were con- 
stantly locked, and no one visited them. 
Mrs. Innes was away one night. They 
seldom left their rooms.” 

Visits paid by Innes and his wife 
to Carnegie library, where they pored 
over huge volumes, were recalled by 
Mrs. Susan Harris, a half-cousin of 


Mrs. John W. Nelms, who, she said, 


,  - 
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had been caused to observe them by 
their strange conduct in the library 
reading rooms. Once she heard them 
speak the name of Beatrice Nélms. 

J. W. Wilson, a salesman in the of- 
fices of the Remington Typewriter 
company, testified that Mr. and Mrs. 
Innes came to the co ay hogy offices 
in April, 1914, and that he was at- 
tracted to them by their movements. 
He told that Innes was using a type- 
writer in the public writing space, and 
that Mrs. Innes was apparently dic- 
tating to him, as she was quoting from 
memoranda she held in hand. 

When Wilson approached them, the 
witness swore, Innes took care to con- 
ceal the paper on which he was writ- 
ing by rolling it over on the cylinder 
of his machine. 

Miss Lillie Joe Smith, an attache of 
the Remington offices, told a similar 
story, but added the details of Mrs. 
Innes’ choice of copy 
by water print. Taking a sheet of 
paper from the office supply, said the 
witness, Mrs. Innes held it before the 
light. “Have you any paper that is 
not water ground?” she was quoted 
as having asked. Informed to the con- 
trary, the witness said she went out 
and bought her own copy paper. 


VETERAN TELLS 
OF SEEING INNESES. 


The tedious routine testimony was 
enlivened by the appearance of 
H. Littleton, the Attala, Ala., civil war 
veteran, who declared he rode with 
Mr. and Mrs. Innes from Atlanta to 
Birmingham while the couple were on 
their way to Memphis. 

“The train Was crowded when it 
rolled out of Atlanta,” he said, “and 
the man sitting next to me got up to 
give Mrs. Innes his seat. She sat down 
beside me, and soon we were engaged 
in conversation. She gave me er 
postofficé box in San Antonio, where I 
was planning to go that summer, and 
told me to drop her a card there so I 
could come to see her and her husband. 

“She said that her husband would 
board the train at Austell. Mr. Innes 
got on at that point. He appeared to 
have been hunting, as he showed evi- 
dences of travel through the country. 
Mrs. Innes said that he had been on a 
hunting trip in that yrs & He re- 
marked to her that he had almost been 
caught that night. 

“She introduced him to mé, and In- 
nes recalled the fact that he had met 
me in New York. She asked him how 
he had got along; and he replied that 
he would explain later. I was ap- 
parently paying no attention. Once hé 
cautioned her to keep silent. ‘He can’t 
hear well,’ she told him, referring to 
me. f 

“They carried on a conversation 
about two women, one who they term- 
ed ‘B,’ and the other ‘Lois.’ They had 
a lot of papers in a grip which they 
opened during the trip.” 


LOS ANGELES MAN 
ON STAND. 


A. J. Campbell, cashier of the Tall- 
man Trust and Savings company, of 
Los Angeles, Cal:, told of an account 
Innes opened with his bank in Feb- 
ruary, 1914, closing it July 1, 1914, 
when a balance of $771 was drawn out. 
The total of the deposits made, he 
Stated, was $1,847.30. These were made 
in checks from Birmingham, New York 
and other cities. 

That Innes and his wife also went 
under the name of Harbough was 
sworn to by Mrs. Albert Holden, of 
Waterville, Ore., who told of their pur- 
chase of her ranch near Eugene, on 
which the Inneses were arrested in 
August, 1914. 

She testified that they were brought 
to her by a realty agent, and that they 
bought the ranch for $4,000, paying 
first $100 down and then $500 more.

FOR PROTECTIVE TARIFF 
ROOSEVELT MAKES PLEA 


Declares America Is Threat- 


ened With Economic Dis- 
aster After War Ends. 


Newark, N. J.. June 1.—The protective 
tariff is the barrier behind which Amer- 
ican industries can be developed in 
safety, and unless such a tariff is cre- 
ated tHe United States will face the 
gSravest economic disaster after the 
close of the European war, Theodore 
(Roosevelt declared in an dddress here 
tonight at the Industria] exposition, 
held to commemorate the two hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary of the found- 
ing of Newark. 

“After this war,” the former presi- 
dent said, ‘we shall face a Europe 
which has cast off the shackles of the 
past and which industrially will be as 
agmgressiveé ag any military power has 
ever been in a military sense. 

“It is time for this great country of 
ours to be unified in its Americanism. 
One phase of that Americanism must 
be the Americanism of our industries. 
With this end in view it is an absolute 
necessity that there shall ibe protec- 
tion; that we shall have a protective 
tariff administered as I have on other 
occasion described. 

“This legislation ought to embody 
the principle of reciprocity which years 
ago was advocated by Blaine and Mc- 
hinley, who were then ahead of fheir 
time. 

“But while such a tariff is essential 
to Our permanent well being and while, 
if there ig not such a tariff, we shall 
face the gravest economic. disaster 
after the close of th@ war, we cannot 
afford to forget that it is merely the 
beginning of securing for our indus- 
tries the efficiency and the justice 
which are indispensable.”

WAITE IS GLAD TO DIE 


N EXPIATION OF CRIME 


Sentenced to Death in Electric 
Chair During Week of 
July 10. 


New York, June 1.—Dr. Arthur War- 
ren Waite was today sentenced to die 
in the electric chair during the week 
of July 10—the penalty for the mur- 
der of his father-in-law, John E. Peck, 
of which he was convicted. 

When Dr. Waite was presented to 
the bar his counsel moved that he be 
granted a new trial. This was denied 
by the court, and sentence was then 
imposed. 

When Justice Shearn concluded the 
sentence, Waite delivered a short 
speech in which he expressed apprecia- 
tion of the manner in which his trial 
was conducted, and his thanks to the 
court, the prosecutors and to his own 
attorney. Dr. Waite said he was very 


sorry for his crimes, and for the trou- 
ble and suffering he had caused oth- 
ers. He declared that he hoped that 
by surrendering his body for punish- 
ment he would compensate to some 
— degree for the deaths of his vic- 

Waite entered the court room in cus- 
tody of two deputy sheriffs, head erect, 
step firm and as cool apparently as if 
there were nothing more serious ahead 
of him than a tennis game. He ad- 
dressed the court with suave polite- 
ness and without a trace of agitation, 
although his voice wavered with an 
evident touch of feeling as he spoke of 
his sorrow for his crimes. 

“T thank the court,” he said to Jus- 
tice Shearn, “for the very fair and im- 
partial manner in which it has treated 
me. I also thank the jurors for the 
courteous manner in which they lis- 
tened to me. I feel that their judg- 
ment was justified. 

“My sincere thanks are due to the 
prosecuting attorney, Mr. Brothers, 
who was always nice to me. Mr. 
Deuel, my counsel, is also entitled to 
my thanks. He believed implicitly that 
I was not guilty. 

“I ask for forgiveness. I am very, 
very Slad to five my body in expiation 
of the things I have done and I give 
my soul freely to rectify my misdeeds. 
I hope it will go on and on for ever 
and ever to purge itself.”

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MUNICIPAL WASTE! 
Another startling example of municipal 
administrative inefficiency comes in the 
shape of appropriations by. the city council of 
$6,000 for additions to the Milton avenue 
public school and $5,000 for the Lucile ave- 


nue school, which the city board of educa-~ 


tion declares are not needed, whWe council 
ignores and continues to ignore the appeals 
of the board for imperatively essential im- 
provements at other points. | 

There will be 200 boys excluded from 
the Tech High school and 150 girls from the 
Girls’ High school, with the opening of the 
new school year, unless provision is made 
for them now. . 

Despite this seriously embarrassing sit- 
uation which confronts the board, and with 
the prospect of denying school facilities to 
350 Atlanta children who are entitled to it, 
council not only does nothing to relieve it, 
but gives thousands of dollars to build an- 
nexes to two schools already able to take 
care of more pupils than attend them. 

According to the showing of the board, 
there will be 75 vacant seats in the Milton 
avenue school and 40 vacant seats in the 
Lucile avenue school, without the proposed 
additions: notwithstanding which council 
gives these two schools enough money to 
take care of the 350 Atlanta children who 
can’t get in at all, unless further high school 
facilities are provided! 

The absurdity of the action is apparent 
on the face of it. It is another striking 
illustration of the lost motion in Atlanta’s 
antiquated government system, and the tax- 
payers are being penalized for it. 

This forcibly emphasizes the argument 
so often advanced that all school appropria- 
tions should be expended solely by the 
board of education, which is the only body 
in a position to know and properly deal with 
the needs of the school system. 

Only recently council passed up an ap- 
propriation of $7,500 to purchase a lot for 
the new Marietta street school at a time 
when the board was negotiating for a far 
better lot that will not cost the city a 
penny. Fortunately, this appropriation was 
caught just in the nick of time, and the 
threatened waste will probably be checked. 

Despite the lesson that should have been 
gathered from this incident, the finance 
committee now proposes to recklessly ap- 
propriate money where the school board 
declares and shows it is not needed, and 
fails to take care of a vital situation which, 
unless provided for, will mean the exclusion 
from school of 350 children. 

It is another instance of the almost 
every-day. occurrence. illustrating the thor- 
ough inefficiency of our present government 
system. If anyone desired cumulative evi- 
dence on this point he could find it almost 
every time council meets! 

How long is Atlanta going to tolerate 
this sort of business? 


CHEAPER FERTILIZERS. 

The democratic administration can, un- 
der no circumstances, afford to ignore the 
tremendous possibilities of that provision of 
the military bill which makes an appropria- 
tion of $20,000,000 for the purpose of build- 
ing an air nitrate plant in the United States, 
primarily to supply the government with its 
basis for explosives, making it independent 
of the Chilean nitrate monopoly. 

- “The'real important problem to be solved 
‘under this provision of the bill is the supply- 
fg of cheaper nitrogen fertilizers to the 


‘new volume of poems. 
now. 


the question of future supplies, this is even 
a bigger phase of the problem than the man- 
ufacture of powder; and this may be said 
without in smallest degree minimizing the 
importance of a thoroughly dependable pow- 
der supply. 5 

Whether the government plant to be es- 
tablished for the manufacture of air nitrates 
is set upon the Chattahoochee rjiver—and 
Atlanta will endeavor sucessfully to press 
the claims of this splendid power—or upon 
Mussel Shaals in Alabama, or anywhere else 
in the Umited States, the one all important 
aspect of the problem just now is that the 
plant itself shall be made to supply not only 
the powder which this government needs in 
peace or in war, but a cheaper nitrogen fer- 
tilizer to the farmers of the country, and 
particularly of the south, where 75 per cent 
of all the fertilizers used in the United 
States are consumed. : 

It has been shown in hearings before 
committees of both houses of congress that 
the nation’s annual fertilizer bill is approxi- 
mately $175,000,000, of which $75,000,000 
every year is paid for the nitrogen element. 
The bulk of this money goes to the Chilean 
nitrate monopoly. It has been shown in 
these committee hearings that the manu- 
facture of air nitrates on an extensive scale 
sufficient to supply the needs of the farmers 
of this country would cut this bill approxi- 
mately in half, saving to them $37,500,000 
every year. 

In other words, the establishment here 
of an air nitrate plant of sufficient capacity 
would save to this country, whether to the 
farmer or to the consumer who ultimately 
foots the bills, the total cost of the plant 
in a single year! 

In the face of these facts, it would be 
utter folly to consider for a moment the 
establishment of an air nitrogen plant which 
did not take into consideration the manu- 
facture of as much nitrogen fertilizer as the 
farmers of this country need and use in 
connection with their growing crops. 

There has, strange to say, been some 
talk in Washington of an air nitrate plant 


. which would go no further than meeting 


the government military needs. It is 1m- 
possible to understand upon what theory it 
is proposed to stop at that point. If it be 
the theory that the government should 
engage in or direct the enterprise only to 
the extent of securing its own powder sup- 
ply, then it may be answered that if the 
manufacture of air nitrates for fertilizer 
purposes is left wholly to private interests 
and without the smallest degree of govern- 
ment regulation, then the primary and most 
important object of all—cheap fertilizers— 
may never be attained. 

The two propositions, powder and fertt- 
lizer, must in this instance go hand in hand. 
And it would be folly on the part of the 
administration so to separate them that the 
most important object of all, that affecting 
the nation’s food supply, should fail -of 
achievement. { 

The democratic administration has this 
matter now where it can easily direct it to 
this imperative end. It cannot afford to ig- 
nore the splendid opportunity before it to 
save the farmers and the consumers of this 
country $87,500,000 every year. 


SHOWING MISSOURI. 


It is evident from an extract which The 
Kansas City Times reproduces from The 
Boston Transcript that the fine old state 
of Missouri needs to be “shown” as to the 
time and money-saving value of good road- 
making. | 

This, from an account of “a record- 
breaking motor car run from Los Angeles 
to New York,” tells the story: 


Qur best day’s run was 567 miles. 
We would have averaged over five hun- 
dred miles a day-if it hadn’t been for 
the bad roads we struck in Missouri, 
from Kansas City to St. Louis. It took 
us eighteen hours to drive that distance, 
about three hundred miles, and it was 
rain and mud all the way. It took* two 
hours to do ten miles, and at one place 
| pulled out into the field around five 
autos stuck in the read: 


Our Kansas City contemporary says this 
is “fine free ‘advertising’ for Missouri!” 
and asks if it is calculated to draw tourists 
to that section? It says that the main 
thing, however, “is that these mud roads 
are what the farmers have to do their haul- 
ing over every time it rains.” 

But that sort of advertising will cer-

work for travelable roads. 

Recently a Texas paper told what united 
effort in road work had done for different 
counties in that state, where the people 
had come to see that good roads are the 
real town-builders, since they<bring busi- 
ness to the towns.

IN NEED, AS BOARD ASKS, AND VOTES © 
FUNDS FOR THOSE WITH VACANT SEATS 


As many take it. and in the light of re- 
cent recommendations by the finance com- 
mittee of the city council, the board of edu- 
cation at its meeting next Saturday will be 
face to face with the question of whether in 
future it is to exercise control over the pub- 
lic schools of Atlanta or give it over to 
council. 

If the appropriation recommendations of 
the finance committee are approved no pro- 
Vision whatsoever will be made for the 200 
Boys’ High school students and 150 students 
of the Girls’ High school, who will be denied 
admittance to school next fall on account of 
the lack of school room space; but the com- 
mittee has, in the case of the Milton ave- 
nue and the Lucile avenue schools, voted to 
appropriate $11,000, over the board’s protest, 
to increase accommodations which statistics 
and enrollment figures show are not needed. 

On account of the committee’s failure to 
Provide in any measure for the acknowl- 
edged requirements of the Boys’ and the 
Girls’ High schools, in compliance with the 
recommendation of the board of education, a 
seriously embarrassing condition will, it is 
declared, inevitably present itself at the 
opening of the school year next September, 
unless some remedial steps are. taken 
promptly to provide the. additional room at 
these two institutions. And from a study of 
the facts there is nothing to show that this 
foreshadowed situation is altogether attrib- 
utable to lack of funds: but. on the other 
hand, it is charged to an unwise use of the 
revenue at the city’s disposal, as well as to 
the alleged disposition on the part of some 
members of council to assume the preroga- 
tive that properly belongs to the board of 
education. 

At its first May meeting the city council 
ordered the purchase of a school lot for the 
Fitth ward. The resolution providing for 
this purchase, however, it is said, was voted 
for by many members of the council without 
their knowledge that it was in conflict with 


tne plans of the board of education already 
under way. 


The negotiations for the pues 


chase of this lot, therefore, were suspended 
when the facts became known, and the pre- 
diction is made that at the meeting of the 
council next Monday this resolution will he 
repealed, and the board of education thus 
will be left free to aecept and improve the 
lot donated by the Exposition Mills. 

A similarity is pointed to between coun- 
cil’s action with reference tothe Fifth ward 
site and the recommendation of the finance 
committee for the expenditure of $5,000 for 
an additional story to the Milton avenue 
school, and the simultaneous denial of the 
schooh board's appeal for $7,500 with which 
to build a temporary building on the Brown 
lot on Washington Street, for the emergency 
and temporary accommodation of the first 
grades of the Girls’ High school. 

Of particular interest is the Milton ave- 
nue appropriation, inasmuch as the board of 
education made no request for any appro- 
priation there, the board maintaining that 
the Milton avenue school. a four-room britk 
structure, last fall. is ade- 
quate for since it has a 
capacity for 180 pupils and at the opening 
of the school year it will contain | 
seats. 

Almost a parallel case is that of the Lu- 
cile avenue school on the west side. When 
the January sheet was passed it carried an 
appropriation of approximately $6,000 for 
an addition to this school. regardless of the 
fact that the board of education had made 
no request for that nor any sum for such im- 
provement. The Lucile avenue school was 
not completed until about October 15, 1916 
and at this time it contains seats for more 
than 40 pupils in excess of its enrollment. 

Near this, too, is the Battle Hill school 
with now 120 vacant seats, the two echeols 
containing unused capacity for more | 
dren, the authorities declare, than the dis- 
trict will require for a long time to come 
It is said that Saturday's meeting of the 
voOard Of education. will develop interesting 
facts along the line of the injurv bioteier eae 
the school System by interference with the 
board’s administration of the system.

CITY MAY ISSUE “BABY” BONDS 
TO ADVANCE PAVING OF STREETS 


A plan for financing street improvements 
without cost to the city government was 
informally discussed by Mayor Woodward, 
Councilman Carpenter, Alderman Spratt, and 
others in the offices of the mayor Thursday. 

The matter was brought up in the course 
of a general conversation about the financial 
condition of the city. It was suggested that 
the city vote and issue baby bonds for a 
period of years at 5 per cent, or less if pos- 
sible, and that the property owners along 
the different streets of the city be allowed 
to take up these bonds for their street work. 

It was pointed out that inasmuch as tlie 
plan would give the property owner.a period 
of from five to eight or more years in which 
to meet his indebtedness for street work, 
the city should not be made to meet any part 
of the expense. If the bonds were issued 
and taken up by the property owner, then 
the regular assessment made for the paving, 
it would be in the nature of making 
owner pay twice for his improvements. 

The plan carried with it the further pro- 


vision that the street car company be allowed 


the same privilege of the time limit in paying 
for the bonds required for its share of the 
expense. In this way the matter would be 
fair for ‘both parties, it was stated, and would 
hurt neither. The street car company would 


the | 


or the paving of that portion represented 
be required to pay one-third of the total COSt 
by the car tracks on the street to he paved 
and the property owners would have to meet 
the other two-thirds cost. 

Would Make Better Paving. 

Mayor Woodward pointed out that the 
method would work for better street paving 
and would be a@ general benefit to the city 
from many standpoints. He said that at 
the present time in Chicago the car company 
is required to lay a permanent foundation 
under the car tracks on every street paved. 
regardless of the style of paving laid. and 
that in consequence the property owners in 
voting for the pavement always adopted the 
best and most permanent materia]. 

Alderman Spratt stated that he thought 
the plan, if it could be carried out, would 
work for a greater number of well-paved 
streets than are now being Jaid. He thinks 
that if the property owner can be assured 
that he will be given a period of years in 
which to meet his p*ving bills, more of the 
holders of real estate will come forward 
for paving and a greater benefit will be de- 
rived by the city at large as a direct result. 
Councilman Carpenter and others agreed 
with the alderman in his opinion. :

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FORG NAVY YARDS 


Amendment to Previde Mil- 
lion: Dollars for Dicicsinn 
Mare Island and Brookly 
Yards Defeated. | 


Washington, June 1.—Advocates of 
greater preparedness than is provided 
by the naval bill as reported by the 
committee won some victories today in 
the house. They succeeded in obtain- 
ing aPpropriations not to exceed $6,- 
000,000 for enlarging the navy yards at 
New Orleans, Charleston, Norfolk, Bos- 
ton, Portsmouth, N. H., Philadelphia 
and Puget sound. Capital ships would 
be constructed at the Puget Sound, Nor- 
folk, Philadelphia and Boston yards. An 
amendment designed to lower the en- 
listment period in the navy from four 
to three years and to permit a man 
to enter the reserve after one year’s 
service also was adopted. 

Unsuccessful fights were made 
appropriations tOtalling $1,000,000 for 
the improvement of the Mare Island 
and Brooklyn Navy yards. 

An unsuccessful fight was led by 
Representative Gardner,- of Massa- 
chusetts, against the section of the bill 
embracing the Hensley resolution au- 
thorizing participation by the United 
States in the establishment of an in- 
ternational court for the enforcement 
of peace. The section was retained 
without a roll call in the house sitting 
as a committee of the whole. 

Pacifists, so-called “little navy’’ men 
and many advocates of general pre- 
paredness rallied to the support of the 
section. Speaker Clark took the floor 
and aroused enthusiasm by declaring 
a section was the best feature of the 


The Hensley section of the measure 
would appropriate $200,000 and provide 
for the appofntment of nine men by the 
president, at the close of the Euro- 
pean war, to enter into negotiations 
with other countries for establishment 
of an international court to enforce 
peace.

UNADILLA WANTS 
A NEW COUNTY

New York, June 1.—The first gov- 
ernment crop report of the season was 
followed by violent fluctuations in the 
cotton market here today. After sell- 
ing at 12.78 on the opening, October 
contracts, for instance, sold up to 12.95 
immediately after the publication of 
the report and later broke to 12.66, 
closing at 12.69. The general list closed 
steady, but at a net declina_of 6 to 
12 points for the day. ms 

The market was comparatively quiet 
during the early trading. The opening 
was 1 to 4 points lower in response 
to relatively easy cables, but the tone 
was steady, as offerings were light and 
prices stiffened up several points dur- 
ing the early trading. This seemed to 
be the result of covering, for over the 
government report as the talk around 
the ring suggested no fresh _ bullish 
feature, and after showing a net ad- 
vance of about 4 points, fluctuations 
were rather narrow and irregular un- 
til the condition figures appeared. 

Trading then became very active and 
for the first ten or fifteen minutes aft- 
er the report of 77.6 per cent against 
80 per cent last year, and a ten-year 
average of 79.8 per cent was issued, 
prices worked rapidly higher. July con- 
tracts sold up to 12.80 and December to 
13.12, while January touched 13.15, or 
14 to 17 points above last night's clos- 
ing figures. The private condition re- 
ports issued during the past few days 
had pointed to about 79 per cent on the 
average and the official statement was 
evidently a disappointment to recent 
sellers. The demand, however, soon 
petered out and when it became evi- 
dent that the comparatively low fig- 
<— were not inspiringeany immediate 
bull interest in consequence, the mar- 
ket weakened under liquidation and 
scattered selling for a reaction. 

There was also southern selling here, 
while the favorable weekly weather re- 
port served to strengthen the bearish 
view of the crop’s progress since the 
government data 'were gathered. Stop 
orders were uncovered as the market 
broke into new low ground for the 
movement, with July selling off to 12.51, 
December to 12.80 and January to 12.88 
in the late trading.

Group — Mexican Shares 
Depressed.

New York, June 1.—Disregarding the 
more ominous aspects of the Mexican 
situation and the cumulative uncertain- 
ties of domestic political conditions, 
today’s market was plainly disposed 
to move to higher levels after an early 
period of hesitancy. Rails supplied 
the chief incentive, Norfolk and West- 
ern showing the way by its gain of 
five points to the new high quotation 
of 130. Simultaneously, Norfolk and 
Western convertible four and one- 
halves gained 25 points. 

Other coal shares strengthened in 
sympathy, notably Reading and Lehigh 
Valley, with moderate gains in ‘some 
of the Pacifics, including Hill shares. 
Grangers and eastern lines’ were firm 
to strong, deriving strength from ad- 
ditional excellent statements of earn- 
ings, to which Baltimore and Ohio 
proved a striking exception. 

War issues, particularly bonds, were 
again favorably. influenced by peace 
rumors, which persisted despite denials 
‘and protestations from high sources. 
Anglo-French fives attained a new 
hign record at 102% and Japanese four 
and one-halves, bearing the German 
stamp and implying former ownership 
in the latter country, were up a point. 

Shipping shares, rubber issues, mo- 
tors and sugars featured the special- 
ties. Mercantile Marine preferred made 
an extreme gain of 24% on reports of 
an approaching agreement among the 
opposing interests, together with a 
brilliant statement of cash resources, 
and United Kruit came into renewed 
prominence with an advance of 2% 
points. Among abscure industrials the 
common and first and second prefer- 
red shares of the Gulf States Steel com- 
pany aitracted attention by their fur- 
ther gains of 3% to 9 points, and Lee 
Rubber made a new high record at 566. 

Mexicans, especially oils, were un- 
der the cloud created by the firm at- 
titude of the Washington government 
toward the latest note of the Mexi- 
can authorities and some of the less 
prominent munitions and kindred is- 
sues were moderately heavy. Highest 
prices were shaded just before the 
close on renewed selling of Reading. 

Recéipt of more gold from Canada, 
bringing the total on,the current move- 
ment from that country up to about 
$27,000,000, was without effect on ster- 
ling rates, which were barely steady 
with firmness in francs and slight 
ease in marks.

Cotton planting was begun in the centra 
and southern portions of the belt late in 
March and early in April, but some early 
planted failed to germinate in Texas because 
of dry weather. Planting in the extreme 
southern portions was completed early in 
April and was progressing satisfactorily in 
central districts Heavy frost in Texas on 
April 9 killed considerable cotton. In the 
low bottoms of Mississippi the ground was 
too wet for planting early in April. 

Planting begun in the more northern por- 
tions of the belt toward the middle of April 
and was growing favorably in the central 
districts, while in the southern parts it was 
reported to be coming to a good stand. Some 
replanting was necessary on account of frost 
damage through nearly all the central part 
of the belt. In Texas replanting was de- 
layed by dry weather, and there was a 
lack of rainfall in the eastern parts of the 
belt. 


Weather was generally favorable for cot- 
ton work in the southeastern states late in 
April, but it was much too cool for proper 
germination and plant growth, and in some 
sections it was too dry. Cutworms were do- 
ing some damage in the lower Mississippi 
valley. 

Early in May it was found that much cot- 
ton seed had failed to germinate well, and 
@ generally poor stand was reported, be- 
cause of cold and dry weather. Conditions 
were somewhat improved during the first 
week in May, but replanting was delayed 
in the southeast because of lack of rain- 
fall. Chopping was going on in most of 
the southern sections. Cutworm damage 
continued in parts of the lower Mississippi 
valley.
